Manufacturers of m o r e than 400 
common products in every day use 
were affected, along with thous­ 
ands of wholesalers, distributors.

The consuming public was w arn­

and then to his lifeboat station. 
Of two lifeboats on his side of the 
ship, one had fa st off and the sec­ 
ond w as blown in two.

less and the 25 rem aining men 
scram bled and dived as w as neces­ 
sary to get aboard one boat de­ 
signed for IO men. There w as only 
a m atter of m inutes to spare.

The 1942 Music Week, ushered in Sunday, is being 
observed in more than 3,000 cities and towns through­ 
out the United States alone, according to a statement 
issued by C. M. Tremaine, secretary of the National and 
Inter-American Music Week committee. 
The movement, which took its inspiration from New 
York’s first Music Week in 1920, has expanded far be­ 
yond these geographical limits. 
The Inter-American 
phase, inaugurated last year, has brought expressions 
of interest from the ambassadors and ministers of all 
the Latin American countries. The live chief territorial 
possessions of the United States have long been included, 
with special participation annually in Alaska, Hawaii 
and the Qanal Zone, th is year the United Nations have 
been invited to participate as well. 
On the radio, in the churches, in the concert halls 
and in group meetings of thousands of local organiza­ 
tions. according to Mr. Tremaine, there will be tribute 
to music, and for seven days, at least, thoughts of war 
and conflict will be blended with a wider appreciation of 
the harmonizing influence of music. 
The government’s 
encouragement to Music Week has been given by Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt in a letter to the National Committee, 
and has been supplemented by proclamations issued by 
the governors of most the states and territories. 
An important development in this year’s observance 
is a campaign to meres 
the use of music in war pro­ 
duction and rn industry generally, as a means of count­ 
eracting nerve strain, monotony and fatigue. 
Many of 
the local Music Week committees are making a study of 
conditions in their towns as to the benefits resulting 
from the establishment of musical activities in indus­ 
trial plants. 
The National Music Week Committee is 
gathering information on the subject from different 
parts of the country, and is especially desirous of ob­ 
taining suggestions for adapting musical programs to 
varying plant conditions and types of work. 
It is cooperating with th< National Federation of 
Music Clubs, the National Recreation Association, the 
Music Educators National Conference, the Office of 
Chilian Defense, the Associated Glee Clubs and other 
organizations in the promotion of group singing in train­ 
ing camps and among the civilian population. 


TO PUMP OIL EAST 
As stated in an Associated Press dispatch last week 
a pipeline constructed for the service of refineries from 
Atlantic ports to refineries in the interior is soon to wit­ 
ness the flow of oil eastward. 
The line, from Philadelphia to Pittsburgh, is being 
reversed to help meet the pressing need for oil result­ 
ing from the diversion and sinking of tankers. 
The 
Keystone pipeline, as it is known, will deliver about 20,- 
000 barrels of crude in the Philadelphia area every day. 
Meanwhile, all available tank cars are in service to 
help ease the1 situation which confronts the country. 
There is no denying the fact that the sinking of tankers 
has been a blow 
and ii comes at a time, too, when the 
railroads have about all the traffic they could handle 
ip normal times.

Sugar Available For Those 
Possessing Rationing Books 


Harrisburg, May 5— (-4*)—Sugar 
returned to the grocers’ shelves to­ 
day—but only those with ration 
books could purchase it. 
The week-long ban on sales end­ 
ed with the commonwealth deep 
in its task of registering an esti­ 
mated 10,000,000 domestic 
users. 
Reports indicated everything went 
smoothly yesterday, the first day 
for acquiring ration books. Regis­ 
tration continues through 
Thurs­ 
day. 
From now until probably the end 
of the war, customers must pre­ 
sent stamps for each sugar purch­ 
ase. One stamp is good for one 
pound of sugar every two weeks— 
for each adult and child. 
This quota was fixed 
for 
the 
first rationing period which ends 
June 27. and after that time the 
stamp value may go up or down, 
depending upon the 
amount 
of 
sugar on hand. 
State 
rationing 
headquarters 
said early today that reports from 
62 out of 67 counties showed 2,- 
297,000 men, women and children 
were registered. 
"Officials of tile rationing board 
and the Office of Price 
Adminis­ 
tration are very well pleased with 
the progress made during the first 
day,” declared E. Elmer Transeau, 
state rationing administrator. “Ev­ 
erything moved smoothly on the 
whole x x x.” 
Transeau said every effort would 
be made to complete the registra­ 
tion in the allotted four days. 
County figures showed that from 
12 to 60 per cent of county popu­ 
lations registered on the opening 
day. 
Officials reported long lines at 
many schools but said the regis­ 
trants were cheerful and given to 
expressions that sugar rationing 
was no sacrifice. 
While housewives were well in­ 
formed on what data was required 
the time needed to register indi­ 
vidual families proved 
a 
bottle­ 
neck. It was found that it 
took 
nearly three-quarters of an hour 
to enroll a family of five. 
On the job were 
some 
55,000 
teachers and volunteer helpers at 
the 
state’s 
7,172 
elementary 
schools to help consumers fill out 
the forms and issue ration books.
